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Summarv 

As of April 1, 1988, China maintained diplomatic relation, 
with 135 states and continued to try to isolate Taiwan diplo- 
matically in the Third World. Taiwan currently is recognized 
by 22 states, most of whiqh are in Central America and che 
Caribbean. Among the states that still have diplomatic rela- 
tions with Taiwan are the Republic of Korea, Saudi Arabia, and 
South Africa.
